DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 52 and 52 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Massey et al. report the closest prior art (US 5688826, issued November 18, 1997, see STN 
search done on August 6, 2007). Neither of the structures reported by STN anticipates claims 
52 and 53 because the side chain is NH 2 , not aminobutanoyl, which is seen to be the limitation 
in the claims which is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art .
